The Canadian cattle industry 
must secure an assured and pro- 
fitable market for its annual 


surplus or wholesale liquidation 
of long-established herds, with 
consequent loss to agricultural 
revenue, will shortly be seen, it 
‘was asserted in the Alberta Co- 
operative Council's brief presert- 
ed to the Rowell Commission Fri- 
day by W. C. McKenzie. and J. 
Russell Love. The industry is at 
present insolvent and has been so 
for several years, it was stated. 
The council submitted that re- 
establishing of the beef cattle in- 


United States, 
producers of cattle be permitted a 
voice in the conversations leading 
fo trade treaties with the United 
States, that they may urge the 
granting of such import concession 
as may be necessary to permit a 
modest, yet imperative export of 
live cattle. 
CO-OPERATIVE BODIES 

The Alberta Co-Operative Coun- 
cil js Composed of various farm co- 
operative bodies engaged in the 
businesses of marketing farm com- 
modities of all kinds, and the pur- 
chase and distribution of supplies 
for the farm. Currently there are 


25 farm organizations holding 
membership in the council. The} 
memberships of these 25 farm 


bodies, in the aggregate, is 55,000, 
and when it is recalled there are 
some 97,000 farm establishments ir 
Alberta, this council can claim to 
be the vocal organ for the expres- 
sion of an appreciable percentage 
of the farmers within our borders, 
it was submitted, 


During the past twenty years, 
and particularly since the econ- 
omic reverses of the years fol- 
lowing 1929 became apparent, 
there has been developing in the 
minds of the agrarian people 
throughout Alberta, a_ definite 
feeling of responsibility respect- 
ing the distribution of agricultur- 
al products. In these years, our 
farm people have seen their once 
extensive domestic and foreign 
markets seriously curtailed, and 
they have ‘e:'ined the true mean- 
ing of the word “surplus” in its 
relation to farm products. 


In the years preceding 1929 
“surplus applied to a farm cor 
modity as largely an abstract 
term. Since 1929, “surplus” has be- 
come a spectre vering above 
prices which too ofte 
actual cash SS( P 
was stated. 

WHEAT EXCEPTION 

With the exception of wheat we 
have no burdensome irpluse 
our Canadian agricu al economy 
Our production of lamb and mut- 
ton is approximately equivalent to 


the Canadian con on of thes 
products. 

At this particular time Canada 
is importing some butter to meet 
her domestic demand. In_ the 
course of every normal year of 
production, however, a surplus of 
butter is created at some season, 
and this surplus inust find a mar- 
ket or markets abroad. 

With the extensive British mar- 
ket Open for our bacon, Canadia: 
producers have little fear of a: 
over-production of hogs 

A distinct surplus of beef cattle 
has existed for a number of year: 
but the percentage of the total pro- 
auction represented by the surplu: 
jis not large, being generally rated 
at approximately ten per cent of 
the whole. 

Agricultural producers therefore 
feel that while their economic pos- | 
tion must be influenced by the at- 
titudes taken by countries import- 
ing Canada’s agricultural commodi- 
ties, the situation need not be as 
serious as it has been in some years 
There is a constant and reasonably |

First 
of all, Jet us say that President 
Roosevelt and his secretary of agri- 
culture, Henry Wallace, are prob- 
ahly the two greatest conservation- 
iste Uncle Sam has ever known, 
They are literally moving moun- 
tains down there to help conserve 
these birds. As early as 1913 they 
passed the federal migratory bird 
law which outlawed spring shoot- 
ing. This was followed by the Mi- 
gratory Bird ‘Yreaty Act of 1918. In 
1984 alone they voted $8,500,000 to- 
wards assisting the Bureau of Bio- 
logical Survey in preparing refuge 
sites for water fowl along the Mis- 
sissippi flyway. By 1930 they will 
have an estimated total area of well 
over three million acres with proper 
cover available to those birds as 
they fly north and south. The area 
now established is divided into 36 
areas each one about 110 miles apart 
where these birds have absolute 
protection. Every year they are 
adding to the number and extent 
of these refugee areas and spend- 
ing millions of dollars where we do 
not spend a hundred dollars in gen- 
eral conservation policies, So I!

LLOYDMINSTER , 


INCREASE OF 
PESTS SEEN BY 


ENTOMOLOGISTS 


L. Paul, entomologist of the Dom- 
inion department of agriculture at 
Saskatoon speaking at a meeting 
held in Lloydminster on Friday 
stated that he expected to see an 
ncrease of more serious pests in 
the west this year, chiefly the pale 
western cutworm, and stubble and 
sod grasshopper. In this part of 
the country the sod grasshopper 
would be the problem. These were 
easier to control than the stubble 
hopper as they lay their eggs in 

| beds of headlends, slough bottoms 
pastures, etc; 25 eggs to a pod and 
about 50 pods per foot. They hateh 
out about the 24th of May—-when 
the poplars are out in full leaf 
The young hoppers are black with 
white collars and very resistent t 
weather but if controlled and we 
have reasonable moisture in spring 
there is a good lance to wipe 
them out, but ever farmer must 
look out for himself
